Fish catching pigs are aa common 


along tbe Puget sound waters an king- 
fishers are on an eastern trout stream. 
Why, I had an old raaorbaek hog when 
I was ont there that I'll bet could go 
ont any day in any of the streams that 
tumble into Puget sound and catch more 
15 pound salmon in 20 minutes than 
the best fisherman on the whole Jersey 
toast can kill bluefish in a whole day. 


I owned quit* a number of sawmills 


on the aound, and although there were 
a good many crack razorback fish catch- 
ers there I stood ready any time to back 
mine with my last mill against any 
other one, bar none, that could be 
brought on. Thai hog as a fisherman 
was simply a wonder, and be never 
caught any thing but salmon. They were 
salmon that probably you and I would 
not owe to eat, for they were a trifle 
weak and slightly under the weather— 
maybe the bookbill, but more than like- 
ly the dog salmon, And hogs are not 
the only four footed fishers for these ont 
there either, not by a big sight. I have 


within a distance of less than a 


mile along one of those Puget sound 
streams, half a dozen bears, a family or 
two of wildcats, a whole colony of rac- 
coons, not a few wolves, besides a dozen 
or more razorback hogs, to say nothing 
of a score or so of eagles, all engaged in 
the sport of fishing for dog salmon. 


But, speaking of that particular razor- 


back salmon catcher of mine, he got so 
expert at landing dog salmon and hook- 
bills and humpies and similar kinds 
that he got the big bead and thought 
he'd try bis band, or rather his snout, 
on a run of fresh tyhees or chinooks. 
These are the boss salmon, and tbe nice, 
yellow, savory chap*, you get in the cans 
they ship from ont there. When he is 
feeling good, and that is pretty much 
all the time, yon might as well take a 
fall out of your sawmill as fool with a 
tyhee. He doesn't think a thing of 
weighing 50 pounds, and he travels in 
processions so big that along in June, 
when he is going up the streams to the 
spawning beds, yon can almost walk 
•cross a stream on the backs. 


That hog of mine got it into his head 


that he was cut out for better things 
than yanking weak and tired dog salm- 
on ont of water and that tyhee were 
•bout bis size. I saw him making his 
way one day vary leisurely to a stream 
that ran toward the sound just back of 
my mill, and I thought it was a little 
queer, for tbere wasn't much in his for- 
aging line in that direction. I was busy, 
though, and paid no attention to the 
matter. A minute or two later I heard 
the bog give a loud squeal of distress, 
and, looking in that direction, I saw 
him in the water, straggling to get 
away from something that had hold of 
hfm 
I ran to give, him some help and 


got there just in time to see the razor- 
back jerked head first under the water 
and disappear beneath the surface like a

Aldnch's clairvoyance or 
the ability of her "guide" to s«e under- 
ground or by some other power the ex- 
act nature of which u not and perhaps 
never will be known. 


The Prince-ton wtiU was found by 


Mrs. Aldrich on the property of the 
creamery firm of Wood & Vedder. The 
location was wade on Oct. 86. Drilling 
began Nov. 85, aad after three days of 
labor and anxiety gas was found at a 
depth of 1 80 feet and yielding a pressure 
of six pouuJs. On the following Mon- 
day the {treasure had increased to nine 
pounds, which is enough to not only 
furnish heat, light and propelling pow- 
er for the creamery, bnt bent and light 
for a number of dwellings in that vicm- 
jity. 


The Princeton find is the result of 


that spirit of curiosity which is so nec- 
essary to progress at times. Considering 
the wide prevalence of natural gas ip 
this county, several gentlemen of this 
city recently decided to form a club for 
the purpose* of promoting investigation. 
After a little discussion an organization 
of 23 was formed, with the simple plan 
of starting with a fund of f 115, or $5 
apiece: this money to go toward locat- 
ing and developing gas wells. If the 
party on whose ground the well was lo- 
cated should sacceed in finding gas, be 
was then to assume all the expense of 
obtaining it, and the original sum was 
to go toward finding gas on the proper- 
ty of some other member of the club- 
Of course if gas failed to appear after 
two or three attempts the dub would 
naturally dissolve, as the expense in- 
curred in locating and drilling for the 
article ia two or three cases would ex- 
haus* the fond.

Our poor laws aud our public char- 


itable institution* are, in ouu tense, a 
pretty fraiik couft»riou of the ions of 
organix«<l society against thj working 
people. Members of organized labor are 
fighting 
1"r w»g<>* nn^ "ondUim*" of 


work such as will insure to every indus- 
trious man the certainty that he will 
.never need to make application at a 
public bospital, almshonseor any public 
institution of the kind. They demand 
such a return for their labor as will 
provide their families with eome decent 
guarantee against absolute want in case 
of their death. They are anxious to keep 
(heir boys and girls iu school till their 
development, physical and mental, U 
such cs to give them a fair chance in 
life. At present they are often forced to 
siind them out to earn a living while 
they arc cruelly handicapped by igno- 
rance- and by a too great physical imma- 
turity. They wish wages that will allow 
them to have in their home, or to other- 
wise maintain comfortably, the father or 
mother whose working days are over 
without feeling that the other members 
of their family are deprived of necessa- 
ries because of the presence of that help- 
less old man or woman. When tho 
worker is striving after justice, tho 
phrase "public charities" seems almost 
as bitter a mockery as the word "char- 
ity." 


Yet our public charitable institutions 


are here to stay. It is noteworthy that 
the furious poor law of Elizabeth, the 
first full official recognition of poverty 
by the English government, was origi- 
nally passed by parliament as a mere 
temporary expedient. But with all the 
cruel complications of sister laws affect- 
ing tho rate of wages and the place of 
residence of tho workers, it endured in 
much of its original shape to the year 
1884, when it was replaced by a harsher 
law. Iu this country our public chari- 
ties have long been a well established 
part of our state, county or municipal 
governments. The working people un- 
doubtedly pay theit share and probably 
more than their share toward maintain- 
ing these charitable institutions. It is a 
pity that they do not show a more ac- 
tive interest in their condition and in 
the kind of institutional housekeeping 
that prevails in them.

The 
newspapers rarely publish items con- 
cerning them unless a sensational story 
can be made up. Then, nine times out 
of ten, the facts are so misstated and 
distorted as to reflect most unjustly 
upon the physicians and officials in 
charge, the paper being far more anx- 
ious to advertise itself than to tell the 
truth in the matter. 


That tho renders of the labor papers 


may be induced to look a little into the 
question of the public charities in the 
respective cities, towns and counties 
where they Ir'-e is the object of this ar- 
ticle.

institntions aro not public, however. 
They draw very largely upon the public 
funds, but they are essentially responsi- 
ble to private management It is u vi- 
cious svstem which permits the state or 
municipality thus to delegate its own 
responsibilities and the public money to 
private management. 


Then we find iu tbe sphere of pauper- 


ism the demoralized and tho ragged aud 
thos=n unable to work, partly people who 
are incapable cf adapting tbf-uist-ives to 
the constantly changing divisions of la- 
bor, or pt-ople who have passed the nor- 
mal age of the laborer without having 
been able to lay up a provision against 
that time. Thou wo have tho victims of 
industry whose number incrcabcs with 
tho increase of dangerous machinery, of 
iniues, of chemical works and similar 
branches of labor; the mutilated, the 
sickly, the men never able to resume 
their trade after the nervous shock of 
some accident aud uioapa'ule through 
lack of pliability, or some other obstacle, 
of learning a new cue. And besides all 
these we have corroding effects of weeks 
or months of enforced idleness upon the 
mail who is out ul wurk and seeking it 
in vain or else whose trade is a season 
trade. "Pauperism is tho hospital of 
the active labor army and tho dead 
weight of the industrial reserve army." 


In countries like England, where bad 


economic conditions of ouu kind or an- 
other have prevailed for centuries, tho 
mass and kind of pauperism is appalling. 
Wo tiud a number of families iu which 
pauperism is hereditary, children being 
lioni in the workhon** and perhaps re- 
ceiving public aid of soiuo kind at fre- 
quent intervals duriuc a Inug life. Mr. 
Charles ttooth in his book on the en- 
dowment of old ago. under the heading 
"APictureof Pauperi.-in," gives a study 
of thrco English unious. two iu London. 
Stopncy aud St.. Pancras and one the 
rural union of Aishbyde la Zouch. The 
study is apparently written with groat 
moderation and with no striving aft<T 
dramatic offeot. Bnt no thoughtful per- 
son can rwd ir, without feeling that tho 
amount of physical Miffering aud of 
mental and moral degradation revealed 
in its pages is a horrible comment upon 
onr boasted civilization. Tho English 
system of poor relief is based npon local 
nnious that give aid in various forms 
and is far less centralized than are the 
public charities of this eonnrry. 


In his very excellent book on "Anier 


ican Charities" Mr. A. C. Warner gives 


factories. Abstention from work on the 
specified holidays is not compulsory ou 
uon-Christian workmen. The new regu- 
lations are applicable for the most part 
only to male adult labor, that of women 
and children being protected by an ear- 
lier law, which provides that females 
and youths between 15 and 1? years of 
age are, not to work at night in mills, 
factories, etc.. while female labor in 
niiues is wholly prohibited in Poland. 
Ko cbild under 12 is to be employed in 
any factory, while children between 12 
and 15 aro not allowed to work more 
than 8 hours a day, with a break ut the 
end of tho first four hours, and only 6 
hours a day if there is no break.
